and..a Parliament-Man ought to attend in Parliament. Bot 
a Sheriff, being a Knight. of the Shire, cannot be preſent in 
both Places; nor execute both Duties, A Sheriff is alſo a Judge, 
his Power is judicial; and in ſuch Matters he cannot execute 
His Office by Deputy, nor ſupply both theſe Employments. 
Therefore the Ordinance, forbidding bis Election, is according 
to Law. That Sir Edward Coke himſelf made Ordinances 
equal with Acts of Parliament; and that it is a Queſtion, whe- 
ther all Acts were not fo, at that Time? To this it was an- 
ſwered, that clearly there was a Difference between an Ordi- 
nance, and an Act of Parliament; and this Difference appears, 
in that an Ordinance was enacted, from thenceforth, to be 
an Act of Parliament. If this Ordinance had the Force of 
a Law, it was to no Purpoſe to have any of the Commons 
in Parliament; for this Ordinance being made without them, 
as appears by the Roll, if it were nevertheleſs a binding 
Law, there would be no Uſe of the Commons in Parliament. 
About the Time of this Ordiance, which, if it had been a 
binding Law, how came it then to paſs that Lawyers, as well 
as Sheriffs, have not been ever ſince excluded the Parliament; 
and comprehended, as well as Sheriffs, in the Nolumus ? which 
they have not been, nor the Sheriffs themſelves, in ſome times. 
But this point was left as a clear Truth: That neither this nor 
any other Ordinance, is the ſame Thing with an AR of Parlia- 
ment, or hath the ſame Force of Law in it. As to the Sheriff 's 
refiding in his County, the King doth uſually diſpenſe there- 
with: And the Election of him, to be a Knight of the Shire, 
takes him off from that Reſidence; and, by the o!d Law, ties 
him to an Attendance upon the Parliament. Nor is his judi- 
cial Office of a Sheriff, any more Hinderance to his Service in 
Parliament, than the Office of a Juſtice of Peace is, or of the 
Judges at Hefiminffer. 2. The ſecond Objection upon the 
Nolumus was inforced, as being a Clauſe and Words of Sub- 
ſtance, not of Form; and conſtantly uſed, and obſerved fince 
46 Ev. 3. that Things long ſettled are not to be ſtirred. That 
there are divers Precedents where Sheriffs, being elected Par- 
liament-Men, have been refuſed to be admitted, and new elec- 
tions ordered; as Sir Andreu Noel's Caſe, and Sir George Sei. 

To 
this was anſwer:d, that Sir Andrew Noel was choſen for the 
ſame County, whereof he was Sheriff; and Sir George Selby 
was Sheriff of Inheritance in another County. That as ſome 
Sheriffs have been excluded, ſo others have been admitted; 
and this Ordinance being no Act of Parliament, the Nolumus, 
in purſuance of it doth not bind as a Law, and the 3 3

Bribery and Corruption, 


The firſt Inſtance that occurs of Election Bribery, 
was ſo early as 13 Eli. when one Thomas: Longe 
(being a ſimple Man and of ſmall Capacity to ſerve 
in Parliament) acknowledged that he had given the 
returning Officer and others of the Borough of 
Heil ur, four Pounds to be returned Member, 
and was for that Premium elected. But for this 
Ollence the Borough was amerced, the Member 
was removed, and the Officer fined and impriſon- 
ed, But as this Practice hath fince taken much 
deeper and mare univerſal Root, it hath'occaſibned 
the making of theſe wholeſome Statutes ; to com- 
piete the Efficacy of which, there is hothing want- 
ing but Keſolution and Integrity, to put them in 
ſtrict Execution. Þ!a K. Com.
